Nothing but good can come of the Ohio Legis­ 
lative Service Commission’s study of highway 
safety, with a view to setting up guidelines 
for the next session of the General Assembly. 
The goal of every study of highway safety 
should be a wider margin of security for safe 
drivers. The surest way to reach it is to stif­ 
fen restrictions against chronically u n s a f e 
drivers. 
A small percentage of these cause a dispro­ 
portionately large number of accidents. Until 
they have been curbed, nothing much can be ac­ 
complished through highway design, auto in­ 
spection and arbitrary age limits for licensees. 
Who are these 
chronic 
accident 
causers? 
There’s no secret about them. 
They’re drunks who show up in traffic court 
time after time—most of them driving on sus­ 
pended licenses and scoffing at the law 
They're shwoffs who feel big when they get 
away with stunts on the highways that drivers 
with good sense wouldn't risk in a Sebring road 
race. 
They’re psychopaths who take out their spite 
against the world with a sure foot on thp accel­ 
erator and an insure hand on the wheel. 
They’re all the people insurance companies 


wor.’t sell insurance to because they're had 


risks. The insurance companies know who they 


are. 


Yet, in beautiful Ohio these menaces drive 


the highways as if they owned them—irrespon­ 


sible, 
uninsured, 
uninsurable, 
and frequently 


unlicensed. 
What can be done about them ’’ 
They can be deprived of the wheel that turn 
them into killers and maimers. Their auto li­ 
cense plates can be impounded every time their 
driver licenses are suspended. Perhaps e v e n 
their cars could be taken away from them 
They can be jailed, fined and harassed into 
taking up walking. 
There is only one sure way to widen the 
margin of security for drivers who dread the 
possibility of being maimed or killed by these 
scofflaw Cossacks of the Auto Age—keep them 
off the roads. 
There always will be auto accidents. But 
there do not always have to be auto accidents 
caused again and again by chronic menaces. 
Get them off the highways by getting rid of 
their wheels. Then go to work on drivers who 
try to be safe. The battle will be half won.

Four ace longshoremen who can unsnarl and

Union leaders, was aghast over the discovery 
that the General Accounting Office (GAO) of our 
government has not had a "physical presence” 
in Viet Nam in almost three years! 


Yet almost one billion dollars’ worth of civi­ 
lian aid has been .shipped over. 
The congressional probers are led by Rep 
John Moss, who has had long conferences with 
the GAO directors. It’s their job to make certain 
that every federal dollar spent gets audited. 
Actually, the billion dollars which have gone 
to Viet Nam have gotten only a light once-over. 
No "Inspector General” of AID. which author­ 
izes the shipments, has been in Viet Nam "in IS 
months.” Congressman Moss told this columnist. 
"There literally has been no physical presence 
of GAO in Viet Nam for almost three years,” 
Mr. Moss said. "There has been no office 
A 
team has just gone over in the last few weeks.” 


MOSS DISCLOSED that the GAO and the AID 
people told him that they have had difficulty in 
finding personnel sufficiently trained to audit the 
vast quantities of civilian goods in that war- 
ripped country. Moss’ retort was that there were 
undoubtedly hundreds of soldiers who could han­ 
dle such books. 
There will be a permanent General Account­ 
ing Office headquarters in Saigon from now on, 
Mr. Moss was assured. He and some of hts col­ 
leagues want to see for themselves what’s hap­ 
pening to the huge tonnage of costly civilian 
goods. 
The special congressional squad will fly to Viet 
Nam shortly to ask why the U.S. is fighting on 
two fronts—the military and the black market.

QUITO. Ecuador (AP) - Cle­ 
mente Yerovi Indaburo, a non- 
partian 
economist, 
has been 
named provisional president of 
Ecuador after student demon­ 
strators, businessmen and labor 
leaders brought down the mili­ 
tary junta. 
Yerovi, 
62, 
was 
appointed 
Tuesday by the military high 
command which threw out the 
three-man junta. The high com­ 
mand said it named Yerovi on 
the advice of political leaders 
and fully supported him. 
The appointment of a civilian 
president ended five days of 
violent anti-junta student dem­ 
onstrations in which at least 
seven persons were killed and a 
business strike in Guayaquil, 
Ecuador’s port and largest city. 
The students claimed the jun­ 


ta's policies were oppressive. 
The businessmen opposed new 
taxes and import restrictions. 
The military command said it 
was dissolving the junta “ to 
avoid 
chaos 
and 
anarchy." 
There were indications that the 
military chiefs acted without 
the junta's knowledge, but junta 
members had said earlier they 
would resign if a civilian presi­ 
dent could be agreed on. 
The whereabouts of the junta 
members — Rear Adm Ramon 
Castro Jijon, Gen Marcos Gan 
dara and Gen Cabrera Sevilla 
— was not immediately known 
There were unconfirmed reports 
that they had fled to Brazil or 
Peru. 
The junta had ruled since the 
drunkenness of President Carlos 
Arosemena became a public 
scandal and the military threw 
him out on July ll, 1963 
Yerovi was proposed for pro­ 
visional president by ex-Presi- 
dent Galo Plaza Lasso in whose 
1946-52 administration he served 
as minister of agriculture. 
During that term in office. 


Yerovi was given much credit] 
for 
increasing 
the country’s' 
banana exports. He also served 
as first prendent of the National 
Planning Council and as Ecua­ 
dor's ambassador to the U N. 
Educational. Scientific and Cul­ 
tural Organization in Paris.

ANSW KR: The ancient Greeks noticed points of light which 
seemed to wander among the fixed stars and they called these 
planets, which meant wanderers. They gave each one the 
name of one of their mythical gods and goddesses. In those 
days, it was not realized that the earth also was a planet 
Nevertheless, the Greeks did give the name of a goddess to 
the solid ground They called it Gaea, the earth goddess. When 
the Romans took over Greek mythology, they called this 
goddess Terra, which wa? their word for earth. In the Greek 
creation story, first there was an empty void named Choas 
(upper left). Out of this, Gaea was created, and she brought 
the solid earth into being. This goddess was not as definite 
as the other ones, and so our artist has drawn her vaguely. 
In the Latin form, as Terra, she becomes more familiar, for 
we often speak of Terra Firma, solid ground The god in the 
back of our picture is Uranus, or Heaven, also created out of 
Chaos He is sending down rain on the earth Our word 
earth’’ comes from other sources; especially from the Ger­ 
man erde” which became the Anglo-Saxon “ eorthe.” leading 
to the English word we use

WASHINGTON un - Sharply 
higher food prices boosted liv­ 
ing costs five-tenths of I per 
cent last month, the sharpest 
February rise in 15 years, the 
Labor D epartm ent reported. 


The Bureau of Labor Statis­ 


tics said fresh vegetables prices 
rose 10.5 per cent to a record 
F ebruary level, m eat p r i c e s 
rose nearly 2 per cent, eggs 4 
per cent and poultry 8 per cent, 
m aking up three-quarters of the 
big jum p in the consum er price 
index. 


The rise brought prices to 2.5 
per cent above a year ago. the 
biggest annual jum p since 1958. 
said Asst. Comm issioner Arnold 
Chase of the BLS. 


The increase brought the con­ 
sum er 
price 
index 
to 
111.7, 
m eaning it cost SII.16 to pur­ 
chase items in February that 
cost $10 in the 1957-59 period on 
which the index is based. 


Chase insisted the increases 
showed on sign of “ inflationary 
psychology” 
among Am erican 
consum ers. 


“ There is no indication of pan­ 
ic buying” as there would be if 
such psychology p r e v a i l e d , 
Chase said.
